2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not reasonably teach or provide a motivation for hardening a top surface of the first 
insulating film by performing a first plasma treatment on the first insulating film after forming 
the first insulating film or hardening a top surface of the second insulating film by performing a 
second plasma treatment at least on the second insulating film after forming the second 
insulating film. Ura et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,054,392) teaches a plasma treatment of an 
insulating layer to remove the damaged layer caused by etching, but does not explicitly teach that 
such a plasma treatment would harden the insulating layer.
